Diphtheria  immunisation.  - 

fOnly  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  incidence 
Diphtheria  has  declined  markedly  since  the  routine  immunisation 
of  children  was  instituted.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  parents, 
with  few  exceptions,  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  having 
their  children  protected  against  this  serious  disease,  and  at 
present  this  town  is  one  of  the  best  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
in  the  whole  country. 


Tuberculosis  -

Inspite  of  war  restrictions,  the  Tuberculous  are  well  co.red 
for.  ' They  get  priority  for  milk  and  other  foods  as  well  as  a 
maintenance  grant;  and  there  has  been  no  undue  delay  during  the 
year  in  admitting  patients  to  institutions.

The  supply  for  the  town  and  your  neighbours  has  been  ample, 
and  the  quality,  judged* by  monthly  malyscs,  is  excellent. 

Housing  - 

Your  officials  arc  fully  prepared  to  go  ahead  with  this 
problem  as  soon  as  permission  is  given.  Excellent  sites  have  been 
pro  curbed.;  plans  have  been  prepared  and  the  long  overdue  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  North-East  area  is  already  under  construction.
